Equipped with five of their 
new 4.2 mortars, 50 men of Si¬ 
erra Madre’s National Guard 
company leave Saturday at 5 
p.m. for Camp San Luis Obispo, 
Capt. Sanford Ullman, com¬ 
manding officer, announced 
this week. 

Sierra Madre’s company, 
which is the heavy mortar com¬ 
pany of the 223rd regiment, 
40th division, will take part in 
the large-scale summer train¬ 
ing camp of the National 
Guard.

To those 
who have been so faithful and 
know what starts fire, we are 
thankful and urge them to 
continue the good work. 

Your Fire Department mem¬ 
bers and their families enjoyed 
a wonderful picnic on the 
Fourth. It was a fine gather¬ 
ing and an old-fashioned pic¬ 
nic—one where the tables were 
decorated with gobs of good 
food such as only good cooks 
can prepare.

Want some agate marbles? 

Two Sierra Madre youths, engaged in what probably is the 
most unusual occupation in the area, soon will be able to make 
all you want. They are Warren R. Jones and Harold Brett, co- 
proprietors of Sierra Gems, Inc. 

In business since last August, 
the boys currently are develop¬ 
ing three processes to expand 
their markets. Besides marbles, 
they manufacture agate spatu¬ 
las, and "Titania” gems, a new 
stone of remarkable beauty. 

Titania gems, being pushed 
the hardest right now by the 
two young businessmen, report¬ 
edly is the only gem on the 
market more brilliant than the 
diamond. Titania is a synthetic 
material that is found in 
nature as the mineral rutile— 
the golden hair-like crystals in 
“Thetis hair stone, ’ or as larger 
crystals which are too impure 
to be cut. 

CHEMICALLY PURE 

This material is purified 
chemically and recrystalized in 
a high-temperature furnace 
into a boule of “Titania.” 

After being sawed into rough 
pieces, the boules are stuck on 
sticks with sealing wax. The 
“sticks” make the small stones 
easier to handle during polish¬ 
ing. Diamond dust is used for 
the first grinding process; sap- 
hire dust for the final operation 

The boys have developed two 
special-type saws and a planer 
for working with agate, which 
is harder than the toughest 
steel. Even with this highly-ef- 
ficient machinery, however, it 
takes a half hour to cut a 7- 
inch length of agate. 

DENTISTS USE 

Agate spatulas are used by 
dentists for mixing the special 
cement used in dental work. 

According to Jones, the reason 
agate is necessary for such 
work is that it does not dis¬ 
color porcelain and cements as 
other materials do. 

Dental spatulas were former¬ 
ly manufactured excusively in 
Ider-Oberstein, Germany. "We 


can make them as cheap and 
much faster with our four men 
then they can with their 
largest industry of the city,” 
Jones said, pardonable pride. 

Periodically, a shipment of 
agates arrive from Uruguay, 
South America. These huge 
stones are lugged into the cut¬ 
ting room for slicing—thin 
slices for spatulas, and thicker 
slices for the marbles.

ROUGHED’ DOWN 


In the case of the marbles, 
agate slices must be cut many 
more times into small cubes. 
These are “roughed” down by 
hand until they resemble 
hexagon-sided cubes. It is here, 
the boys admit, that there pro¬ 
cess is not yet perfected. The 
“roughing’ operation at pre¬ 
sent, is too tedious and expen¬ 
sive for mass production. 

At any rate, the hexagonical 
cubes next are placed in the 
ball mill where they are planed 
down to perfect spheres. After 
polishing, the finished marbles 
are ready for sale. 

The corporation employs two 
workmen, John Grijalva and 
Tony Barela, and two women 
polishers, Joan Einsel and Ruth 
Ryan. The women are able to 
grind an average of 50 spatulas 
each day.

California’s new Bank Act, 
signed last week by Governor 
Warren, is the culmination of 
several years’ work by a 
special committee of the Calif¬ 
ornia Bankers’ Association, R. 
C. Lewis, president of The 
Bank of Sierra Madre, an¬ 
nounced. 

Mr. Lewis, who this week was 
appointed to the Commission 
of Legislation and Taxation of 
the Association, said that the 
Association’s work resulted in 
the revised act we now have. 

Under the leadership of Ben 
C. Corlett, vice-president of 
American Trust and former 
superintendent of the Banks of 
California, the committee met 
many times and sought bank¬ 
ers’ suggestions on how best to 
strengthen the act. 

The new act, known as As¬ 
sembly Bill 994, will create a 
change in loan limits, the 
largest reduction occurring in 
Real Estate Loans. The act will 
also affect bank investments, 
particularly savings banks, Mr.

ARTIST SEES SOUTH 


Bernard Wynne, local artist, re¬ 
turned Sunday from three weeks’ 
vacation in New Orleans and has 
enrolled in a summer art course 
under Norman Rockwell, at Otis 
Institute in I,os Angeles.

The coastal portion of this week’s tour has fre- 
cpiently been compared with scenes along the 
famed Italian Riviera. Indeed, it is one of Cali¬ 
fornia’s most spectacular motor trips with each 
bend on the serpentine highway unfolding 
new variations of picturesque settings. The 
piece de resistance is the journey within the 
Carmel-Monterey area. 

1. On a bluff overlooking Morro Bay stands the 
famous Morro Rock (center photo), an immense 
volcanic hill that rises 576 feet above a shallow 
lagoon impounded by sand dunes. It is sometimes 
referred to as the ‘‘Gibraltar of the Pacific.” 

2. William Randolph Hearst’s "Castle" looms high 
above the village of San Simeon. The estate has its 
own zoo, airfield and art galleries in addition to 
shiploads of imported castle stones. 

3. Big Sur Pfeiffer State Park (lower photo) is an 
excellent recreational area and is the southernmost 
point in the State where a preponderance of Coast 
Redwoods grow. 

4. Along the spectacular 17-Mile Drive around the 
Monterey Peninsula, one may see such breathtak¬ 
ing scenes as the famed windswept tree at Cypress 
Point (top photo), the old Point Pinos lighthouse, 
the famed Pebble Beach Golf Course, the magnifi-

cent views from Pacific Grove, Midway Point, Point 
Joe, Bird Rock and Point Lobos, the unique white 
ghost tree at Midway Point and the luxurious shore 
estates between Cypress Point and Pebble Beach. 

5. The artist colony at Carmel prohibits house 
numbers, city-owned utility companies, mail deliv¬ 
eries and forbids cutting trees without police per¬ 
mission. This famed community is one of the 
nation’s most picturesque villages. 

6. A satisfactory way to see some of Monterey’s 
many attractions is to follow the street markings 
that direct one to such historically important 
places as the Old Customs House, Colton Hall, the 
first theatre in the State, Larkin House, the former 
home of Robert Louis Stevenson and Fishermen's 
Wharf. Previous to 1849, Monterey was the most 
important city in California. It was the State's 
first capitol.
